Starting  off  the  season  against  a tough  Manchester 
team,  the  Typhoon  decisioned  the  Lancers,  13-7  and 
then  traveled  to  Group  II  York  where  they  amassed  a 
total  of  26  points  while  holding  the  Falcons  to  a zero 
total.  Back  home  in  Saunders  Stadium,  the  Blue  and 
Gold  met  a terrific  E.  C.  Glass  team  which  proved  to  be 
a big  setback  in  more  ways  than  one.  Besides  losing, 
14-0,  NN  lost  the  services  of  fullback  Don  Hardy  who 
broke  his  leg  and  was  out  for  the  rest  of  the  season. 

On  the  road  again,  Newport  News  met  Maury  at  Fore- 
man Field  and  suffered  a second  straight  defeat,  19-12, 
but  the  following  Friday,  the  Typhoon  rebounded  to 
take  a weak  Suffolk  team,  27-0. 

On  Oct.  25,  the  home-standing  Typhoon  met  Warwick 
and  downed  the  Free  Staters  12-0.  Led  by  backs,  Keller 
and  Spivey,  and  playing  such  smooth  possession  ball, 
NN  beat  the  Farmers  for  the  first  time  since  1952.  This 
big  victory  was  followed  up  by  a close,  26-21  loss  to  the 
future  District  champs,  Norview,  which  was  in  turn  fol- 
lowed by  a 24-13  win  over  Granby's  Comets.  On  the 
following  Friday,  NN  smeared  a toothless  Tiger  team 
from  Groveton,  33-12. 


After  winning  these  last  two  games,  the  Gold  and  Blue 
gridders  went  on  to  play  their  worst  game  of  the  season, 
losing  to  the  powerful  Hampton  Crabbers,  20-0,  in  the 
60th  Annual  Turkey  Day  game.  Very  little  can  be  said 
for  this  "Comedy  of  Errors,"  except  that  the  Typhoon 
was  definitely  not  playing  the  way  it  had  before. 
Despite  the  last  game  and  the  season's  injuries,  the 
season  was  a fine  one,  and  one  of  which  the  team,  the 
coaches  and  the  school  can  be  proud.  The  team  was 
blessed  with  many  stars,  including  Keller,  Tesh,  Mar- 
shall, Mollick,  and  Spivey  in  the  backfield;  Outland, 
Jones,  Markos,  Farnsworth,  Van  Noy,  and  Friedland  on 
the  line;  and  Ellis  and  Morgan  on  ends.  Co-Captains 
Dan  Outland  and  Jack  Tesh,  and  Quarterback  Bucky 
Keller  were  honored;  Keller  received  the  Julian  Gordon 
Trophy  and  Tesh  received  the  first  annual  Sportsman- 
ship Trophy  from  the  Hi-Y. 

With  half  the  team  graduating,  Coach  Range  will  have 
a rebuilding  year  next  year,  but  he  has  good  material 
to  build  around.  Returnees  Spivey,  Friedland,  Rouse, 
Canepa,  and  Ivey  will  be  players  to  watch  next  season.

TYPHOON  TRIUMPHS 


The  Golden  Typhoon  of  Newport  News,  finest  team  in  Virginia 
Group  One  Basketball,  roared  its  way  through  25  straight  games  this 
season  and  added  the  crowning  touch  by  being  Eastern  District  Cham- 
pions, District  Tournament  Champions,  and  State  Champions  for 
the  third  year  in  a row. 

With  four  returning  seniors,  Bucky  Keller,  Kenny  Roberts,  Don  Ellis, 
and  Jack  Tesh,  and  junior  Harry  Conn,  Coach  Driesell  had  an  un- 
stoppable quintet  that  compiled  a 19-0  regular  season  record,  for 
Newport  News'  first  undefeated  season  since  1929.  In  addition,  the 
team  smashed  the  old  state  record  of  31  straight  games,  set  by 
E.  C.  Glass,  and  set  a new  record  of  46  straight  victories. 

Starting  off  the  season  against  Maury,  the  Typhoon  rolled  over  all 
opposition,  including  arch-rivals  Hampton,  Warwick,  Wilson,  and 
Granby.  Up  until  tournament  time  the  biggest  scare  thrown  at  the 
Typhoon  had  been  at  the  hands  of  a fired-up  Warwick  team,  which 
lost  50-48.  In  the  District  Tournament  NN  had  no  trouble  disposing 
of  Hampton  and  Norview,  but  Granby  began  to  figure  as  a real  threat. 
The  State  Tournament  at  Charlottesville  was  also  a breeze  at  first, 
with  the  Typhoon  polishing  off  Falls  Church  and  E.  C.  Glass,  but 
Granby  once  again  entered  the  picture  in  the  final  game,  one  of  the 
most  thrilling  in  years.  Jack  Tesh's  two  foul  shots  clicked  at  the  last 
minute  to  put  the  Typhoon  on  top,  50,48,  for  the  Championship. 
All-time  great  Bucky  Keller  headed  the  talented  regulars  and  es- 
tablished an  unprecedented  personal  total  of  1880  points  during  his 
four  years  on  the  varsity  squad.  Although  second  highest  scorer  in 
the  state,  his  real  greatness  showed  in  the  large  number  of  assists 
he  contributed. 


The  amazing  ball-handling  ability  of  Kenny  Roberts  and  the  terrific 
rebounding  of  Donald  Ellis  were  major  factors  in  the  team's  success. 
Jack  Tesh's  defensive  abilities  and  great  clutch  playing  came  through 
when  the  team  needed  it  most,  as  did  Harry  Conn's  sparkling  floor- 
manship  and  dead-eye  set  shot. 

A big  asset  to  the  team  was  the  tremendous  bench  strength  in  such 
reserves  as  seniors  Bradley  and  Foster,  and  underclassmen  Gill,  Wil- 
liams, Ivey,  Midkiff,  Veazey,  and  Rouse. 

The  team  received  many  awards,  both  team  and  individual.  Captain 
Bucky  Keller  made  the  first  team  of  both  tournaments,  was  named 
the  outstanding  player  in  the  Eastern  District  Tournament,  and  re- 
ceived the  Penn  Williams  Memorial  Trophy  for  the  second  straight 
year.  He  was  chosen  for  the  most  outstanding  player  in  Virginia, 
and  made  the  All-Peninsula,  All-Eastern,  All-State,  and  State  All-Star 
team.  Kenny  Roberts  was  also  on  the  State  All-Star  team  as  well  as 
the  All-Peninsula  team,  the  District  Tournament  team,  the  All-Dis- 
trict team  and  the  second  State  team,  and  was  awarded  the  first 
Hi-Y  Basketball  Sportsmanship  Trophy.  Don  Ellis  was  our  third  mem- 
ber of  the  State  All-Star  team  and  was  on  the  All-Peninsula  team,  the 
All-District  team  and  the  second  All-State  team. 

Since  he  is  losing  four  regulars  and  two  reserves,  Coach  Driesell  will 
have  a rebuilding  year  next  year,  but  he  has  promising  material  in 
this  season's  reserves  and  the  Champion  J.V.  team. 

As  the  season  closes,  the  ANCHOR  congratulates  the  team  and 
Coach  Driesell  on  the  phenomenal  season  and  expresses  a hope  for 
four  straight  next  year.

Defending  Eastern  District  baseball  champion  Newport  News  has  begun  its 
1958  campaign  in  quest  of  another  fine  season.  At  the  outset  of  the  season, 
the  Typhoon  nine  was  hampered  by  adverse  weather  conditions  and  had  less 
practice  sessions  than  were  planned  as  a result.  However  when  NN  met  its 
first  few  opponents,  this  lack  of  practice  was  barely  noticeable.  With  a few 
key  lettermen  returning  from  last  year's  champions,  it  looked  as  though 
Newport  News  High  School  would  once  again  be  a leading  contender  for 
the  district  title.

The  prospects  for  the  rest  of  the  season  looked  good  indeed  at  printing  time, 
and  by  the  time  this  appears  we  hope  that  Newport  News  will  be  on  top 
again.  In  any  case  the  team  will  be  sure  to  make  the  student  body  proud 
of  them  as  they  have  done  in  the  past.
